research purposes. Some young lad at our Record 
Research Associates confab passed on these photocopies 
to LK on January 5,1991. Unfortunately LK did not 
get his identity after much intense investigation of 
his name and whereabouts in the ensuing months. What 
LK needed was matrix numbers which would correlate 
■that the above aides were indeed the OKEH recording 
session of Billy Liwtig's Scranton Sirens which was 
reported in Amy Lee's auperbe article on the S.S. 
which appeared in the Hay 19li0 issue of Metronome, 
we have included aoire choice para.-raghs along with 
a band photo of the Original Scranton Sirens which 
boasted the Dorsey brothers, Sid Trucker, ftsy 
Hiskin (later aex Erring), etc. Amy Lee, who was 
indeed one of Metronome's finest columnists with a 
penchant for historical lore, certainly showed her 
mettle with this Scranton Sirens exploration.

Next research objective is the recording date or 
approximate -which could be facilitated by any 
matrix numbers appearing in the run-off grooves. 
Owing to the fact that LK was unabled to locate 
the young lad who more-than-likely may have had the 
above Sirens disc, the matrix numbers remain a 
(mystery -and therefor hinder research in trying to 
establish a dating. LK did some roundabout research 
on the recordings of "Fater" by Paul INhitanan, Vincent 
Lopez and Ted Lewis and discovered that they were 
recorded between September 1922 and January 1923j 
perhaps the period when "Fate" (smllesl) enjoyed its 
most popularity. Puleezel research colleaguesl LK 
awaits the matrix numbers with baited breath. It 
will be a matter of "Fste»(smile3,encorei) if you 
come through. Tt could help date the very first 
Jimmy and probably TommyDorsey on disc which LK took 
a guess it was either recorded in the Spring or Summer 
of 1923. So check your records -and send this 
scribe-ler the general description of the actual record, 
its color, and any related facts -and MOS* Ut' ALL the 
iiSSRTS.

About twenty years ago I became fascinated with the 
changeover period when electrical recording arrived at the 
Edison studios. I was able with success to establish the 
first electrical recording in each of the Edison series. 
The research has remained unchallenged and was used in 
assigning the information in my Edison numerical listing. 
Since then I have been able to obtain electrostatic copies 
of all of the surviving weekly transmittal sheets of the 
New York Recording Studios and with information gleaned 
from other sources it is possible with some certainty to 
reconstruct the changeover. Where I am certain I have 
indicated Acoustic or Electrical, where I am not I have 
placed a questionmark after ray assignment. At the beginning 
I have pulled out what must have been electrical experiments

In 1984 we began working on a dlscography of Bob Laine, We were at that 
Ume unable to find any Kay Starr recording that included Bob Laine. and after 
Kay btarr herself declared that to her memory she never recorded with Bob 
Laine, we concluded that there were no such recordings. 

After this was printed In the Bob Laine dlscography (ref. 2) new 
inlormation that pointed to these recordings surfaced. This time we asked 
Bob Laine. who said yes, he made recordings with Kay Starr and Frank 
DeVols orchestra In 19m Bob Laine says he never was a regular member of 
that orchestra, bu/ was brought in for the session at Kay Starr's special 
request. * 

Further research showed that the recordings were made for Capitol in 
early June 1949. This was reported in addenda to the Bob Lalne dlscography 

During the search for the Kay Starr-Bob Lalne recordings we collected 
information on a great number of Kay Starr recordings. As far as we know her 
1949 recordings have never been properly documented: Jazz Records 
7 ,i,?S (ref ' 4) only llsts her recordings up to 1947, plus one session 
from 1049 - which one is partially erroneous - and Playback [ref. 5} only 
list the very early ones of the 1949 sessions. 

These recordings are excellent. !n addition to being a pop singer. Kav 
btarr is also a great jazz and blues vocalist, and the various accompaniments 
are generally of high class. We feel that these recordings deserve to be listed 
in completeness, and below is an attempt of a 1949 dlscography.

Apart from the usual Sam Lanln recordings and other similar period dance bands the Beeda label 
hduded 4 items by the California Ramblers (2 as the Golden Gate Orchestra , 2 i ems by 
Fletcher Henderson & one side by the New Orleans Jazz Band. Other ,n eresting acets oMhe 
Beeda catalogue are that only one vocal item appeared (Vernon Dalhart), and thai one tme 
("Madeline" on Beeda 103) was apparently never issued in the U.S. 

The other three labeSs were alt produced around the same time i during 1926-27, Clarlle records 

ciaim to be a product of the Clarite Record Coy. and state *Made in lIS.A on the labels The 

trade mark was registered In Sydney on Sept. 7, 1926 by James Charles Miles but the exact 

outlet through which these records were sold is still unknown. 

The mysterious outlet was somewhere in SydnBy as Clarite discs are not found elsewhere in 

Australia. Clarite issues wBre in an 800 series with the highest issue known being 840, The 

catalogue seems to consist almost entirely of dance bands from the Plaza stabe (including 

several items by Joe Candullo) all Issued under various pseudonyms. The last few 

Issues are of standard repertoire material including the only N.Y.R.L. and Emerson masters to 

appear on these labels (having previously appeared on Regal or in the Banner Juou series). 

Bon Marche records state on the labels "Made in America for Payne's Bon Marche, Bourje St., 
Melbourne" and were sold oniy from that outlet as the label further states The sole .distributors for 
Australia " They have a 1000 catalogue series with highest known Issue being 1036. Again there 
are no vocal items. All issues use the same artist credits as the equivalent Plaza issues including 
two items of great |azz interest - 1013 by the Dixie Washboard Band (a Clarence Williams group) 
and 1034 by Joe Jordan's Ten Sharps £ Hats. There was also a later (1 928) Bon Marche label in 
a 100 series - with a known range of 103-2S9 - produced in Britain by Crystalate (the 
manufacturer of Hie British Imperial label) for the same outlet. This label also included some 
Plaza material drawn from the imperial catalogue. 

Finally the Dahlmont label was produced for the Myer Emporium Ltd. which the label claims to be 
the "sole distributors for Australasia". The term Australasia is usually defined as including 
Australia New Zealand and the neighbouring islands of the South Pacific but so tar as is known 
"ahlmon! records were sold only In the Myers store in Melbournel The label gives no place of 
: -anufaclure but Ihe general appearance of Dahlmont records is very simiiar to those in the Bon 
siarohe 1000 series. Even the Dahlmont catalogue duplicates many items also issued on Bon 
Marche except that Dahlmont includes some vocal items. All issues are under pseudonym and 
are in a 100 series with the highest issue being 129. 

With such Simited distribution all these labels are extremely rare today. Only Beeda seems to have 
had some advertising in the press of the time. After 30 years research by local collectors we sMI 
don't know details ior all issues on these labels. So there Is stii! the possibility there are othBr 
alternate takes or titles not issued in the U.S. At any rate it is certainly a fascinating by-way ot the 
U S record industry which has not previously been documented. Did Plaza also manufacture 
other labels for export !o other countries beside Australia? It seems unlikely that potential markets 
elsewhere were completely Ignored. Can anyone add to this story?

In reply to your recent letter regarding my comments on your 
statement that "the Australian 20's Clarite label ... imported 
Plaza Music Company nirfti icfcu . . . for pressing (ar-d) icauaoco on 
Clarite". 

I appreciate that you would want to make quite aure of the exact 
situation before rushing into print with a correction. However, I 
can assure you that as a discographical researcher for over 30 
years I don't make categorical statements wouthout good reason. 
My reasons 



are as follows: 



1. Clarite records atate on the label "Made in America". This is 
not the same as "Recorded in America". 

2. They do not state "Made in Australia" which most Australian 
niannf actured discs DO. 

3. They look like Plaza pressings - and I'm very familiar with 
Plaza pressings aa large quantities of Banner, Regal, Pomino £ 
Oriole records were imported into Australia up until late-1927, 

4. There was no Australian pressing plant using Plaza derived 
masters at this time (1925-27}.

ALL. the discs examined 
(with the exception of one Beeda) show the three hyphens stacked 
vertically at 9 o'clock which Walt Allen identifies as a 
"hallmark of the Plaza Music Co.". The odd item out - Beeda 
1000 - does not show this marking, but is in every otner way a 
similar pressing and has the "Plaza look" like all the ethers. It 
does show a large reversed "P" at about 7 o'clock - in addition 
to the commonly seen "P" immediately after the take number. So in

However, the Clarite and other associated 
labels of the same period (Bon Marche, dahlmont S Beeda) pre-date 
any use of imported Plaza stampers by anything from several 
months to several years. They are most definitely NOT local
